WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Twelve 
democrats of the senate, seven of them 
from the southern states, brought 
down on their heads a severe excoria- 
tion today at the hands of Senator 
Walter F. George, of Georgia, for hav- 


‘ing broken away from the democratic- 


progressive tariff coalition and voting 
an increase of. 400 per cent in rates 
én synthetic camphor above those 
contained in the house bill. 

The camphor item in itself was in- 
significant enough, as the Georgia 
senator himself admitted, but the 
principle involved was sufficient to 
envelop the chamber with fumes of 
castigation more pungent than any- 
thing witnessed on the democratic side 
since the tariff fight began. 

The castigation hy Senator George, 
one of the leaders in the opposition to 
the Hawley-Smoot bill, came in the 
face of several recent democratic de- 
flections on the tariff issue, and for 
a time threatened to split the minori- 
ty forces in much the manner that 
senate republicans have found them- 
selves almost from the start. It fol- 
lowed ‘a similar criticism by his pro- 
gressive colleague, Senator Robert M. 
La Follette, of Wisconsin, who almost 
came to the parting of the ways with 
Senator Pat Harrison, of Mississippi, 
one of the most active members of the 
democratic minority, in defending high 
rates of the pending bill, and one of 
the 12 members of his party to vote 
for the camphor increase. 

Pressure of Money. 

Declaring that democrats cannot 
raise their voice against the Hawley 
bill after voting for the 400 per cent 
camphor increase, Senator George re- 
buked his colleagues with the state- 
ment that “If some powerful inter- 
ests in this country were not such 
great contributors to the campaign 
of my party, as well a. to the re- 
publican party, we would be able to 
write tariffs on a more just basis.” 

The rebuke brought an immediate 
and hot retort from Senator Harrison. 
Taking the floor as Senator George 
concluded, Senator Harrison charac- 
terized the Georgian’s criticism as a 


“passionate frenzy” and as a “fire of 
condemnation” which he said was un- 
justified. 

Nevertheless the speech by the 
Georgia senator seemed to have a 
chastening effect, for shortly after 
the storm blew over the democratic- 

rogressive coalition put up a united 
st again and ran roughshod over 
the republican regulars in certain of 
the chemical schedules which were un- 
der consideration. 

Florida Senators Switch. 

The democratic pyrotechnics start- 
ed over an amendment by Senator 
Keane, republican, New Jersey, who 
sought to raise the rate on synthetic 
camphor, produced almost exclusive- 
ly in Germany, from one cent per 
pound, the rate carried in the Hawley 
house bill, to five cents per pound. 
When the bill first came over from 
the lower body Senator Edge, of New 
Jersey, since made ambassador to 
France, succeeded in having the fi- 
nance committee increase the rate to 
six cents per pound. But the coali- 
tion forces rejected it and restored 
the one-cent house rate.

WARDEN 10 GUARD 
CONVICTS NAMED 


State Board Takes Con- 
trol of All Prisoners at 
Soldiers’ Home. 


The state prison board, moving 
after charges by Chief of Police 
James L. Beavers that convicts on 
duty at the Confederate Soldiers’ 
Home were negligently supervised, 
Thursday assumed full control over 
and responsibility for the men on duty 
at the home, asborbing it into the 
state convict system as one of the 
regular units. 

J. J. Wilson, former sheri‘i of Bar- 
row county, was appointed warden in 
charge of the convicts at the home. 
He was instructed to supervise the 
convicts on duty there in line with 
the rules and regulations of the con- 
vict board for the government of all 
camps. 

Previously the convicts on duty at 

the home were under the supervision 
of the Soldiers’ Home authorities, It 
was this situation that led to Chief 
Beavers’ charges after Willie Counts, 
negro, has escaped and murdered Of- 
ficer Crankshaw, of the Atlanta po- 
lice force. 
_ Members of the state prison board 
subsequently denied that the convicts 
had been allowed freedom at night, 
as charged by Beavers, and stated 
that Counts had broken out through a 
barred window. Judge E. L. Rainey, 
announcing the changed status of the 
convicts at the home Thursday, asked 
that it be brought out that Counts 
was not a life term prisoner, convict- 
ed of murder, but was serving a short 
sentence for the larceny of an auto- 
mobile. 


GOVERNOR DEFENDS 
CONVICT SYSTEM. 

Lack of information was blamed 
by Governor L. G. Hardman Thurs- 
day for recent criticism of Georgia’s 
prison system. 

The governor issued a formal state- 
ment in which he defended the system 
and declared the low mortality rate 
in Georgia institutions and camps in- 


dicates that the prison population in 
few states is better cared for than in 
this one. 

The statement came as a reply toa 
letter addressed to the governor Jan- 
uary 20 by Dr. E. E. Dudding, Wash- 
ington, D. C., director of a prison re- 
lief society, in which Georgia prison 
ene were referred to as “outposts of 

ell. 

Governor Hardman said convicts of 
this state are more contented than 
those of other sections, declaring this 
proven by the “absence of mutinies or 
serious trouble of any nature.” He 
added that “riots and murder of 
guards by prisoners is unknown in 
Georgia.” 

Worked In Open. 


These things, the governor also said, 
may be accounted for by the fact 
that convicts are working in the open 
under regulations requiring “comfort- 
able housing, an abundance of whole- 
some food and sufficient clothes suit- 
able to the seasons.” 7 

“Sleeping quarters are given spe- 
cial attention,” the executive declared. 
“It is made the duty of prison pby- 
sicians, who invariably are among the 
outstanding men of the profession in 
their respective communities and are 
under oath and bond, together with 
the warden, to carefully inspect and 
rigidly enforce sanitary regulations. 

“County wardens in charge of con- 
victs are capable men of high ehar- 
acter, among the state’s best citi- 
zens. They are also road superin- 
tendents, and in many instances are 
trained engineers. Naturally, pris- 
oners receive more humane treatment 
from such officials. Not only are 
the hours of labor regulated, but 

risoners observe three  holidays— 

ourth of July. Thanksgiving and 
Christmas. Work hours vary accord- 
ing to the seasons, and periods of 
rest at noon are one hour during win- 
ter. one and a half hours in spring 
and faH and two hours in summer. 
Only Punishment. 

“The strap was abolished in Georgia 
sevcral years ago, and the stock and 
solitary confinement substituted as the 
only punishments. Under the law a 
prisoner cannot be kept sitting in a 
stock longer than one hour. This pun- 
ishment, according to medical 
authorities, is not only not injuri- 
ous bet is humane. 

“The term ‘chaingang’ is almost a 
misnomer. In numerous counties 
there is scarcely a man in chains, 
and in‘ others chains are used on only 
a few unruly ers.” 

e concluded his statement with: 
ere are now many modern 
stockades equipped with hot and cold 
water, sanitary sewers, hot and cold 
baths, hospitals and dining rooms, and 
others are being constantly erected.” 


Transfer 


Bill To Move Authority 
From Treasury to Jus- 
tice Department Sure of 
Passage.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—()—The 

Williamson bill to’carry out the first 
of President Hoover’s proposals to 
strengthen dry enforcement by trans- 
ferring the prohibition unit from the 
treasury to the justice department 
today received its first consideration 
in the house. where its passage by 
Saturday virtually was assured. 


Although there is little opposition 
to the transfer there, an attack was 
launched immediately by wets and 
drys against a provision to make the 
attorney-general and secretary of the 
treasury jointly responsible for regu- 
lation of industria] alcohol permits. 

The wets are agreed they want to 
give the drys everything they desire 
to enforce the law under the bill, so 
there will be no alibi when, as they 
contend, enforcement will have failed 
in the justice department. 

Some want the attorney-general to 
make regulations under which the 
secretary of the treasury may issue 
permits. Others believe the dual re- 
sponsibility will result in a spying 
by justice department agents on le- 
gitimate industrial alcohol consuming 
concerns, and that the treasury alone 
should regulate the 160,000 permittees. 

The law enforcement commission's 
recommendations for legislation to re- 
lieve féderal court congestion by em- 
powering United States commissioners 
to try casual or slight offenders of the 
dry laws was defended today before 
a house judiciary sub-committee by 
Chairman Wickersham and Roscoe 
Pound, of the commission. The latter 
contended that the definition of slight 
or casual cases to permit the imposi- 
tion of fines up to $500 and imprison- 
ment up to six months would make 
the proceedings in cases where United 
States commissioners ,constitutional., 

The accused, he said, could demand 
tria] by jury and it would be within 
the prorinee of the district attorney 
as to whether the case should be sub- 
mitted to a grand jury under the 
Jones law, as now is the case. Dis- 
trict judges would be authorized to 
overrule either acquittals or convic- 
tions recommended by the commis-g 
sioners. 

The commission’s recommendations 
were assailed in the senate by Sena- 
tor Wagner, democrat, New York, 
who declared that its report to con- 
gress was disappointing and that the 
proposal to broaden the commission- 
ers’ powers was unconstitutional. 

“If you enact this proposal into 
law.”’ he said, “you erect a new class 
of crimes, undefined, inchoate, of un- 
certain gravity, of unknown penalty 
until such good time in each indi- 
vidual case as the attorney-general de- 
cides.” 

Chairman, Wickersham set aside 
March 5 for the commission to hear 
Representative Dyer, republican, Mis- 
souri, plead for the group to study 
the feasibility “of legislation to au- 
thorize manufacture of 2.75 beer, 
which he says is non-intoxiczting. The 
commission as yet has not considered 
the letter which Dyer addressed to 
it urging his beer proposal. 


Judge Follows 
Alienists’ Adivce 
In Detroit Court 


DETROIT, Feb. 6.—(4)—Startling 
results of scientific examination of the 
mentality of 100 convicted felons were 
announced from the bench in record- 
er’s court here today by Judge M. 
Cotter. For the last three months he 
has been conducting a quiet investiga- 
tion with the co-operation of a psy- 
chopathic clinic. : 

Of the 100 unselected felons, sent to 
the clinic without regard fer sex, age 
or condition, reports submitted to 
Judge Cotter showed that only three 
had “no essential iaental defects,” two 
were stated to be definitely insane; 
33 were found to be feeble-minded: 
25 were of inferior intelligence, and 
the other 37 exhibited “deviations in 
personality,” handicapping adequate 
social adjustment. 

The psychiatrists found that 73 of 
the convicted persons were “poor com- 
munity risks,” recommending penal! 
imprisonment for 71 and hospitaliza- 
tion for two. Fifteen were reported 
‘to be “reasonably g community 
risks.” Judge Cotter accepted the 
scientists’ conclusions by placing them 
on probation. Twelve were regarded 
as “doubtful” and Judg Cotter placed 
some of them on probation while oth- 
ers were given jail sentences. 

Many of those examined had long 
petice records, a total of 283 arrests 

ing listed against 77 of them, 

The maximum for any individual 
was 15. The 100 examined included 
85 men and 15 women. Fifty-five 
were white persons and 45 negroes. 
They were charged with variety of of- 
fenses, robbery armed, leading all ot) - 
ers in number. 

“Since 97 per cent of the persons 
examined showed psychopathic defects, 


it is my suggestion that all convicted 
felons be examined,” Judge Cotter said.

FAIN IS CALLED 
BY GRAND JURORS 


Officer Is Chief ‘Witness 
Thursday at City Hall 
“Graft” Probe; Refuses 
To Discuss Testimony. 


Temporarily dropping its inquiry 
into the activities of the city park 
department, the Fulton grand jury 
Thursday called in Captain Grover 
Fain, of the police department, and 
spent praetically the entire day in- 
vestigating a number of recent pro- 
motions and transfers of policemen 


and detectives, with the remainder of 
afternoon and night sessions given 
over to further consideration of the 
activities of the board of education, 
in so far as the constructions of 
schools is concerned. 

Tt: grand ~ ry, which is on the 
fourteenth week of its general probe 
of the administration of the munici- 
pal government, is said to have heard 
four witnesses on police department 
affairs, in addition to Captain Fain. 
The names of these witnesses were 
not learned. 

The police captain was on duty at 
headquarters when he received a tele- 
phone summons to appear before tbe 
grand jury at once and he came imme- 
diately to the courthouse. He was 
before the jury nearly half an hour 
but refused to discuss his . testimony 
when his appearance had been con- 
cluded. When he left the courthouse 
Captain Fain carried a sheet of pa- 
per, bearing several notes and from 
this it was presumed that he is to 
be recalled at a later date and had 
instructions to bring with him data 
or reports for consideration by the 
inquisitorial body. 

White May Be Called. 


Solicitor-General John A. Boykin, 
who is directing the inquiry, refused 
Thursday afternoon to confirm or deny 
a well circulated rumor that Jack 
White, business partner of Council- 
man Harry York of the sixth ward, 
1s to be called as a witness next week. 
White and Councilman York were at 
the courthouse: shortly before noon 
Thursday but both insisted they had 
other business and their visit had no 
bearing on the grand jury investiga- 
tion. The two are partners in a 
brokerage concern and are co-editors 
of a monthly publication, said to have 
devoted its interest to governmental 
operations of the state, city and coun- 
ty. It is reported that the last edi- 
tion of the magazine, published in 
January, was the final issue. 

Mr. Boykin would make no com- 
ment whatever on the White report, 
but the broker is said to have told 
intimate friends that he was delaying 
a business trip to New Orleans, be- 
cause he “understood” the grand jury 
wanted to see him next week. 

If White does appear it is expected 
that he will waive immunity which 
has been granted other witnesses. The 
operations of the brokerage company 
operated by White and York are said 
to have been among the things in- 
vestigated by the grand jury as well 
as the councilman’s interest in the 
magazine. 

27 Heard Thursday. 

‘The grand jury Thursday still was 
without the service of its foreman, 
W. Rawson Collier, who did not re- 
turn from his business trip to Phila- 
delphia until last night. He is expected 
to be present when the grand jury 
resumes the investigation today. 
aay total of 27 witnesses were heard 
Thursday, bringing the week’s total 
to 131. When the week opened So- 
licitor-General Boykin said more than 
200 were to be questioned before Sat- 
urday, but it appeared Thursday 
night that less than 75 per cent of 
that number would be heard. Only 
23 witnesses were subpoenaed for the 
session today, it was said Thursday 
night. Mr. Boykin is expected to 
confer with Mr. Collier today on the 
probability of holding a session Sat- 
urday to finish the program mapped 
out for the week. If a session is 
held Saturday morning it is expected 
that all of the witnesses who were 
subpoenaed for the week and who 
have not yet appeared will be given 
a chance to testify and thereby not 
lose any further time from their 
businesses,

Is Able To Take Nourish-| 


ment and Enjoys Hours 
of Restful Sleep. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—(?)—Re- 
freshed by much sleep, William How- 
ard Taft was described tonight by his 
physicians as being in better condi- 
tion than at any time since his return 
to Washington Tuesday from Ashe- 
yille, North Carolina. 

A bulletin issu-1 after a call upon 
their distinguished patient early this 
evening said: 

“The chief justice has taken more 
nourishment and shows a more de- 
cided improvement than at any time 
since his return to Washington.” 

The rally of the former president 
and chief justice began yesterday and 
was encouraged today by medicines to 
induce more sleep. The physicians ex- 
perienced some difficulty in giving him 
sufficient nourishment this morning, 
but he was fed in the afternoon with 
more ease. 

President Hoover, associate justices 
of the supreme court and other high 
officials in Washington continued to 
keep in close touch with the condition 
of their illustrious friend. Every 
bulletin formulated by the doctors was 
sent forthwith to the White House 
where it was read and made public 
at once, . 

The same interest in Mr. Taft’s 
condition was evident throughout the 
city, where year after year he has 
been a familiar and well-loved figure. 
Up until not so long ago he enjoyed 
taking walks in the vicinity of his 
home, especially across the lengthy 
Connecticut avenue bridge which 
spans a section of Rock Creek park. 
He always had a kind word ready for 
those who wished him “Good day.”

SUUTH PROVIDES. 
U. 3. PARK SITE 


Deeds to 150,000 Acres in 
Smoky Region Presented 
to Government. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—(#)—The 
south gave to the nation today the 
first big slice of the mountain wilder- 
ness area that is to become the great 
Smoky Mountains National Park. 

At a ceremony in the department of 
the interior, Governors Horton, of 
Tennessee, and Gardner, of North 
Carolina, presented to Secretary Wil- 
bur deeds to 150,000 acres—which 
will be the nucleus of a public play- 
ground for the east, matching the Yel- 
lowstone, Yosemite and other great 
national parks of the west. 

Extending the felicitations of the 
entire country, Secretary Wilbur de- 
scribed the project as the greatest 
among recent achievements in the con- 
servation of America’s natural re- 
sources. The Great Smoky region, 
he said, measured up in every respect 
to the standards required for a na- 
tional park. 

Thanking the federal government 
for its encouragement of those who 
have labored to make the park a 
reality, Governor, Horton pledged the 
efforts. of Tenhessee to speedy com- 
pletion of the project. His state, he 
said, is running a race with North 
Carolina to deliver to the government 
the additional acreage required for de- 
velopment of the park, 

Governor Gardner extolled the park 
commissioners who have helped to 
bring into the national park system 
“this scenic wonderland which scien- 
tists say is one of the world’s greatest 
arboretums and bird sanctuaries.” 


Both state executives and Secretary 
Wilbur paid special tribute to the 
Laura Spelman Rockefeller memorial 
and John D. Rockefeller, Jr., for “their 
magnificent contribution of $5,000,- 
000” to be used in acquiring land for 
the park. 

Secretary Wilbur, who is rated an 
expert camper dy, the folk of the 
mountain country of his own Cali- 
fornia, said he expected to make a 
visit soon to the virgin forest of the 
Great Smokies.

Daniel Flores, 22-year-old would-be 
assassin, is said to have slept sound- 
ly after his gruelling examination yes- 
terday, when he pleaded guilty and 
gave out the full details of the cor 
spiracy to kill Senor Ortiz Rubio. 

Police Maintain Reserve.

DRASTIC SLASH 


United States Demands 
Immediate Parity With 
England; Will Not Wait 
Until 1942 as Specified. 


PROPOSAL GETS 
HEARTY SUPPORT 


Relingquishing of Pro- 
gram Calling for 21 
Heavy and Fast Cruisers 
Pleases Japanese Dele- 
gates. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—(UN)— 
Secretary of State Stimson informed 
President Hoover tonight he would 
address the London naval conference 
tomorrow with a proposal for scrap- 
ping from two to eight battleships in 
1931 and to fix American cruiser 
strength at 327,000 tons compared 
with 339,000 tons for Great Britain. 

Stimson’s message was in the form 
of the text of his remarks to be made 
at the conference tomorrow. They 
immediately were approved by Presi- 
dent Hoover after which Acting Sec- 
retary of State Cotton spoke to Stim- 
son in London by long distance tele- 
phone. 

Stimson said the first “American 
demand was immediate parity in every 
class of ship with Great Britain. 

Equality in 1931. 

He suggested battleship fleets he 
equalized in 1931 instead of in 1942 
as scheduled by the Washington arms 
conference. The United States now 
possesses 18 battleships compared 
with 20 for Great Britain. The Wash- 
ington conferencé provided the two 
countries should attain parity in 1942 
with 15 capital ships each. 

Stimson suggested reductions on 
both sides to equalize the two fleets 
next year. 

The least reduction to provide equal- 
ity would be the scrapping of two 
British warships which would leave 
the fleets with 18 battleships each. 
The maximum reduction would be to 


scrap five British and three Ameri- ° 


can capital ships next year leaving 
the fleets with 15 capital ships each 
—the level. foreseen by tne Washing- 
ton treaty. 

For the United States Stimson 
asked 18 cruisers of 10,000 tons 
armed, with eight-inch guns against 
15. for Great Britain. 

Duplication Right. 

The actual tonnage difference be- 
tween the cruiser fleets, Stimsen said, 
will be 12,000 tons. Great Britain 
will possess 42,000 more of small six- 
inch gun cruisers than the United 
States but 30,000 tons of this will 
be offset by the surplus of big Amer- 
ican cruisers. . 

But to insure “exact equality of 
opportunity” Stimson proposed each

The committee voted to undertake 
an intensive educationhl campaign 
through the several southern states 
after Carl Williams, cotton member 
of the federal farm board, announced 
late yesterday that he considered any- 
thing in excess of 40,000,000 acres of 
American gotton as crossing “the 
danger line.’ 

United States harvested 46,- 

, acres in 1929. 

Meeting with the committee again 
today, Mr. Williams reiterated that 
“the sole function of the federal farm 
board is to help the farmer to help 
himself,” and that “the farm board 
cannot undertake to handle an un- 
Wieldy surplus,” 

The acreage reduction committee 
authorized the head of the agricul- 
tural extension service in every 
southern state to. immediately call a 
conference of leaders, including the 
chief of the farm bureau, the com- 
missioner of agriculture, head of the 
vocational teachers, dean of the agri- 
cultural college, chairman of the 
state bankers, heads of the chief co- 
operatives and represenjatives of the 
ress to outline educational procedure 
est suited to his individual state. 
The carrying of the message of cot- 
ton acreage reduction to each farmer 
in every precinct of every county in 
the southern states is contemplated. 

The situation’ with reference to the 
15,000,000-bale outturn of American 
cotton in 1929, in view wf market 
conditions, was described as “an 
emergency” by the committeemen. Re- 
duction of acreage for the present and 
eventual improvement ‘of the quality 
were considered the most pressing 
needs for bettering the situation. 


C. A. Cobb, editor of the Southern 
Ruralist, Atjanta, Ga., suggested in- 
formally that prohibition should be 
sought on interstate shipment of any 
cotton seed producing line of less 
than seven-eighths inch, but no action 
was taken. The committee, however, 
heartily indorsed the suggestion of 
Mr. Williams that no cotton ‘be 
— this year on any land which 
as not shown a crop profit over a 
five-year average period. 

Harry D. Wilson, Louisiana, chair- 
man of the southern commissioners of 
agriculture, took occasion in the com- 
mittee meeting to flay criticism re- 
cently voiced in the. United States 
senate against the activities of the 
farm board, The pronouncement that 
“the farmer must be sold on absolute 
faith in the farm board” was adopted 
as an essential of the educational 
campaign to be immediately under- 
taken in the south.

Evidently Dazed by Crash 
and Wandered Miles 
From Wreck. 


JUNEAU, Alaska, Feb. 6.—(UN) 
Belief that Lieutenant Carl Ben Eiel- 
son, noted arctic pilot, dazed by the 
crash of his airplane in northern Si- 
beria, wandered around aimlessly un- 
til he was exhausted was expressed 
here today by Major A. K. Deckard, 
an expert in aviation. 

Major Deckard, an executive of the | 
Fairchild company, was leader of ‘an 
expedition that came to Alaska from 
Seattle with three planes to aid in 
the search for BHielson and his me- 
chanic, Karl Borland. 

Two of the rescue planes went to 
the wreckage of the Bielson plane, 
90 miles south of the icebound schoon- 
er Nanuk, which is off Cape North, 
Siberia, and searched the surroundin 
tefritory for a trace of Hielson an 
Borland. 

Deckard said he surmised that 
Fielson and Borland were both dazed 
by_the crash.

Deckard said there was evidence 
that Eielson and Borland might have 
crawled through a hole in the top of 
the cabin and then wandered about 
bewildered and until they succumbed 
to the extreme cold and exhaustion.

But just when, in 
consequence of this discovery, the 
claim of the Hungarian family was 
togarded as without foundation, re- 
searches have shown that for six years 
before her death the name Gaby 
Deslys in the principal Paris directory 
was followed by that of Hedwig Nav- 
ratil, thereby indicating that this lat- 
ter was in fact her real name. Amoug 
the suppositions put forward figures, 
with or without foundation, that. of 
“counter espionage.”

Prospects. 


Faced by the danger of gas attacks 
from the air, cities of the future may 
have to be built underground. This 
possibility is visualized by Dr. Stolt- 
zenberg, a noted German chemist, who 
at a meeting in Berlin recently told 
how easy it would be for enemy aero- 
planes to reach German towns in 
short flights and, dropping bomb after 
bomb charged with poison gas, spread 
death and desolation. Dr. Stoltzenberg 
described the ingenious mieans by 
which cities would be blanketed with 
fog. “We would,” he declared, ‘“‘use 
steel masts, nearly 1,000 feet high. 
From these fog would be emitted at 
Various altitudes, so that if the wind 
blows away the upper layers the city 
below will still be shielded by other 
sheets of mist.” He said that a 1]..-ge 
section of the city of the future wou'd 

built’ underground. The subter- 
ranean districts would be lined with 
cement, provided with artificial sun- 
Shine, filtered air drawn from high 
altitudes by a pumping system, and 
storage houses for food supplies. These 
super-“dugouts’ would also include 
roads for motor trucks, trains, and 
railway stations. Dr. Stoltzenberg, it 
should be added, had much gas experi- 
ence during the war. In May, 1928, 
his factory at Hamburg was the scene 
of the explosi»ns that took place in 
phosgene gas tank;, spreading terror 
nmong the residents and killing many 
peorle.

Money Gets Cheaper — Ca- 
nadian Bank Urges Co- 
operation — Fastest

Money is getting cheaper, if cen- 
tral bank rates are an indication. 

When the federal reserve bank o 
New York reduced its rediscount rate 
from 4 1-2 to 4 per cent yesterday 
afternoon it quickly followed’ the 
morning announcement of the reduc- 
tion of the rate of the Bank of Eng- 
land from 5 per cent to 4 1-2 per 
cent, 

Last week the Bank of France re- 
duced its rediscount rate from 3 1-2 
per cent to 3 per cent, and it was 
followed by the German reichsbank, 
which reduced its rate from 6 1-2 to 

per cent, 

So New York, the money center, 
again leads the way in reducing rates 
in the United States—the only fed- 


‘eral reserve now having a 4 per cent 


rediscount rate. 

Six federal reserve banks maintain 
a 4 1-2 per cent rate—Boston, Phil- 
Atlanta, Chicago, Kansas 
City and San Francisco; San Fran- 
cisco and Kansas City both having 
reduced rates in December. 

The other federal reserve banks 
which still maintain the 5 per cent 
rediscount rate are those in Cleve- 
land, Richmond, St. Leuis, Minneapo- 
lis and Dallas. 

The federal reserve policy is co- 
operating at the moment in bringing 
to the country cheaper money and 
plenty of it. e New York rate 
change should and will have a defi- 
nite and favorable effect on business 
conditions, 


The Royal Bank of Canada, with 
assets totaling a billion dollars, urges 
co-operation among the central banks 
of issue to control world prices. 

“It should be possible within nar- 
row limits to prevent either a rise in 
the value of gold, which is the same 
as a fall in the price level; or a de- 
cline in the value of gold, which 1s 
an advance in prices,” says the Royal 
bank, 


Intelligent control of the world’s 
supply of gold does present difficul- 
ties. One is “the reluctance of any 
country to part with its gold reserve, 
once accumulated, even though it may 
be much greater than that required by 
the business of the country. 

Spain and Argentine are two pres- 
ent examples of this. 

For thousands of years, the demand 
for gold has had a definite effect on 
prices. However, the concensus seems 
to be that there is plenty of gold in 
the world, if the central banks of is- 
sue will handle the problem as frank- 
ly and intelligently as other business 
problems are handled.

While they increased during the 
first ten months of last year, they de- 
clined from October, last, to January 
1 substantially, says the United 
States department of agriculture. 

If we figure the 1910-1914 pre-war 
wage as 100, we find that the index 
was 159 January, last, compared with 
162 one year ago in the same month. 

Speaking the dollar language, farm 
wages per month, with board, for the 
United States were placed at $32.49 
on January 1, compared with $33.04 
on January 1, 1928: wages per month, 
without board, $46.80 as. compared 
with $47.20 a year before. 
i The farm hand working by the day 
was getting an average of $1.73 on 
January 1 last, as against $1.78 the 
year prévious; while wages without 
board were $2.27 compared with $2.34 
{January 1, 1929. 

The highest monthly wages paid 
are on tarms in the far western 
states; the lowest in the south At- 
lantic states. 

Any way it is figured, farm wages, 
reflecting farm conditions, are very 
low.

N.Y. RESERVE BOARD 
CUTS. REDISCOUNT 


»-NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—(P>)—Two 
of the world’s important banks to- 
day took steps to ease credit, thereby: 
facilitating trade and business expan- 


sion. 

The New York Federal Reserve 
bank reduced its rediscount rate to 
4 per cent from 4 1-2, taking action 
séveral hours after the Bank of Eng- 
land’s rate had been cut to 4 1-2 from 
5% per cent. The German Central 
bank reduced its rate from 6 1-2 to 
6 on Tuesday of this week, while the 
Bank of France cut to 3 from 3 1-2 
last Thursday. Since January 1 sev- 
eral other central banks on the con- 
tinent have taken similar action, In- 
cluding those of Belgium, Hungary, 
Poland. Austria, Sweden and_ the 
Netherlands. 

These readjustments represent the 
completion of another credit cycle of 
about a year’s duration. Early in 
1920. after several previous increases 
had failed to stem the flow of credit 
into speculativé channels, the federal 
reserve board issued its first warning 
against the excessive use of credit by 
the securities markets to the detri- 
ment of general business. Meanwhile, 
stock speculation continued at a brisk 
pace and the warning was renewed 
in August when the New York bank 
rate was marked up to 6 per cent. 

The peak of stock speculation was 
reached in the following month, fol- 
lowed by several weeks of backing and 
filling and then the complete collapse 
in prices in October and November. 
Immediately after. this thorough defla- 
tion had taken place, the rate was re- 
duced a full per cent to 5 and shortly 
after cut to 4 1-2.

According to alarming figures on 

unemployment issued by the minis- 
try of labor, there are 1,490,000 idle 
in this country today—nearly 100,000 
‘more than at the same time last 
year. This total is likely to increase 
during the month, according to James 
H. Thomas, minister of unemploy- 
ment, as trade shows no signs of im- 
provement. 
_ Also, the increase in unemployment 
insurance and in pensions is drain- 
ing the treasury while the unsatisfac- 
tory trade returns are substantially 
reducing income tax payments, Chan- 
cellor Snowden, in spite of his repu- 
'tation as a financial wizard, is 
having sleepless nights wondering how 
_to balance the budget and obtain funds 
_to fill the inevitable deficit. 

In addition to these local troubles 

the government is confronted with the 
very serious Indian problem. Since 
the end of December until February 4 
nothing important, on the surface at 
least, has happened in India. ‘“Inde- 
pendence Day” passed with few mur- 
ders and many public processions. The 
| nationalist leaders, however, have not 
'been idle. They have been traveling 
all over the country, addressing either 
| public or private meetings and plan- 
| uing to enforce their plan for national 
| disobedience as soon as the situation 
justifies. 

Meanwhile the Indian government 
has decided to drop. prosecutions 
against the nationalists who address 
only political gatherings. On the other 
hand, the authorities have virtually 
abolished the principle of habeas cor- 
pus and are allowing police officers to 
enter any house in search of arms and 
ammunition. Even an old sword is 
considered a dangerous weapon. As a 
result of this new order many Indian 
leaders are now being thrown into jail 
under the sedition law. 

_Subasp Bose. president of the In- 
dian Trade Union Congress, was 
among the first to be sentenced to a 
year in prison a few days ago. This 
sentence, together with certain griev- 
ances of workers of the Indian Penin- 
sular railway regarding hours and 
wages, was the cause of a strike which 
broke out Monday on the Indian rail- 
way. For the time being only 75.000 
employes are affected, but it is feared 
that this strike will spread to other 
railways. At any rate, the conse- 
quences of a prolonged strike on the 
one system will be very serious, since 
the Indian Peninsular railway is the 
principal line, running five transconti- 
nental trains daily. 

So far, according to reports from 
Bombay, there have been only minor 
clashes between the police and the 
strikers’ pickets, but the government 
is worried because the workers’ lead- 
ers, instead of readjustment of wages 
and shorter hours, persist in discussing 
the question of Indian independence, 
and have issued a manifesto urging 
the men to prove to the world that 
they are united in the “common cause 
for Indian independence.”

Fallings, who was an employe in a 
hotel at.Warm Springs, was carried 
to Manchester and he and the white 
man, Jesse Smith, became involved in 
a drunken fight in which Smith was 
cut, A warrant was~sworn out for 
the negro and he was placed in the 
Greenville jail. .On Tuesday mborn- 
ing Roy Smith, a brother of Jesse 
Smith, who was cut, together with a 
man by the name of Burgess, came 
to Greenville and, according to Sheriff 
Jarrell, told him that his brother had 
decided net to prosecute the negro. 
because Jesse was a married man and 


the fact that he had a woman in the 
car with him would involve him with 
his wife.. 

Roy also stated that Chief of Po- 
lice Williams, of Manchester, had ad- 
vised him to dismiss the warrant and 
let the negro go free. Roy Smith paid 
the costs and Sheriff Jarrell, relying 
on the statement made by Roy Smith, 
released the negro.

Dissatisfied and continuing the dem- 
onstration, the crowd marched to the 
palace of the civil governor, repeat- 
ing its demand. Order was restored 
through efforts of the police and a 
promise by the governor that he would 
telegraph the Madrid government of 
the crowd’s wishes. 

At Madrid, meanwhile, it was an- 
nounced that all charges of rebellion 
and sedition against the Primo dic- 
tatorship were as dead as the dicta- 
torship itself. A royal decree pro- 
claimed general amnesty for persons 
accused under those charges. The de- 
cree was made known at the royal 
mausoleum, where the first anniver- 
sary of the death of the queen mother 
was being commemorated. 

Under the proclamation several 
hundred civilians and army officers 
thus find themselves freed of charges 
and restored to their former status. 

Among them is Sanchez Guerra, 
former premier, who headed a move- 
ment against Primo. Sanchez express- 
ed profound thanks to the king and 
set about immediately to form a new 
political group.

BY MOVIE LUMINARIES 


HOLLYWOOD, Cal.; Feb. 6.+—-(7) 
A joint committee of representative 
Hollywood motion picture actors and 
producers at the end of a closed 
meeting here today announced adop- 


tion of important revisions of the 
standard form of contract in vogue in 
Hollywood studios. 

The joint committee, which met at 
the ‘oatigetion of the Academy of 
Motion™~ Picture Arts and Sciences, 
thrashed out its differences under a 
contract~ provision which allows ee 
revisions, mutally agreed upon, as 
working and producing conditions 
change. The revised contract form 
will become effective as soon as it 
can be printed and distributed. 

The principal revisions adopted 
procide that: 

_ When an aetor starts work on a 
picture he shall@remain on salary un- 
til the picture is completed. 

No doubles may be used for art- 
ists, unless to meet requirements of 
foreign censorship, or to perform some 
act of which the artist is incapable. 
Producers must give actors reason- 
able notice of dismissal (no stipula- 
tion as to what is to be considered 
reasonable notice was agreed upon). 
If an actor is ‘called back for re 
takes within six months after com- 
pletion of a production, he must work 
at the salary he received during the 
original filming. If he is called hack 
after six months, and his salary since 
has increased, he is to receive the 
same salary he would receive in 4 new 
production. 

A 12-hour rest period shall be guan- 
anteed between studio calls. 

An agreement was reached by the 
producers that actors employed by 
the day, to whom the standard con- 
tract does not apply, shall be accord- 
ed an 8-hour day, with one-eighth of 
a day’s salary for éach hour of over- 
time required. 

The committee ratified a previous 
agreement of the Hollywood actors 
to refuse “to support or countenance 
a strike or any radical action by any 
group of actors that might be in- 
jurious to the motion picture indus- 
try so long as the letter and the spirit 
of this agreement is observed.”

Professional Speculators Ex 
ted To Take Advantage of 
ier Money With Readjust- 

ment in Commodities and Gen- 

eral Trade Continuing as Dom- 
inating Factors. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—Stocks were 
strong in the early trading on the 
lower London rediscount rate and the 
belief that the rediscount rate here 
would be reduced. With commission 
houses strongly advising customers to 
take profits heavy selling started 
around 11 o'clock, running well into 
the noon hour. In the fourth hour 
a@ recovery started. The early losses 
ran from one to four points in lead- 
ing shares. Stocks were well taken 
on the decline. 

‘Simmons Bed, Internationa] Tele- 
phone and Gillette Razor were the 
softest spots in the market. Copper 
shares were well bought on the belief 
that lower money here and abroad 
would increase orders for copper 
metal. 

Cotton was down again following a 
break of $2 at Liverpool. Wheat was 
a shade lower. 

Call money renewed at 4 1-2 with 
the supply plentiful. In the noon hour 
the rate dropped to 4 per cent with 
the outside market easier. 

Pennsylvania sharehouders will be 
asked at their annual meeting in 
April to approve an increase of $170,- 
000,000 in the authorized stock, in- 
creasing the authorized stock from 
$700,000,000 to $870,000,000. Last 
November $72,000,000 stock was sold 
to shareholders with rights and $1%,- 
000.000 to employes, leaving $30,000,- 
000 authorized but unissued. When 
the proposed increase is made the com- 
pany will have $200,000,000 author- 
ized by unissued stock to raise funds 
for improvement and betterments. 

The proposed Advance Rumely-Al- 
lis Chalmers merger is off. It was of- 
ficially stated that no agreement could 
be reached on terms. 

Employment at Cleveland was up 
29 per cent in January. This is the 
first monthly increase since last Au- 
gust. The total is above last Novem- 
ber but still below January of 1929. 

Ford turned out 98,529 cars in 
January. For the last 10 dayg of the 
month production was 46,784 against 
22066 for the first 10 days. The 
daily schedule for this month is 7,000. 

Wall Street was expecting the Lon- 
don news of the reduction in_ the 
Bank of England rediscount rate from 
f per cent to 4 1-2 per_cent received 
here an hour before the opening of 
our stock market. This and the drop 
jn the open market bill rate here of 
one-eighth of one per cent shortly 
after the opening, making that rate 
five-eighths of one per cent below the 
rediscount rate of the New York fed- 
eral reserve bank, increased expecta- 
tions of a drop in the rediscount rate 
here at the weekly meeting of the 
federal reserve bank directors sched- 
uled for late in the day after the 
close of the stock market. 

In informed circles here it is_un- 
derstood that the directors of the New 
York federal reserve bank wanted to 
reduce the rediscount rate at last 
Thursday's meeting, which was con- 
tinned for over an hour beyond the 
regular time, but without getting the 
approval of the federal reserve board 
at Washington. al 

Second Recent Cut. 

The reduction made by the Bank of 
England today in its rediscount rate 
is the second .ince our rate here was 
reduced on November 15 from 5 to 
4 1-2 per cent. On December 12 the 
rate at London was reduced from 
fh 1-2 to 5, following euts from the 
high of 6 1-2 per cent established on 
September 29 last. 

Some Wall Sfreet bankers and 
economists take the viewpoint that 
the cut in the Bank of England rate 


- following the recent cuts made first 


at Paris and then at Berlin is the 
result of an understanding reached 
by central banks to make money 
easier to bring about stabilization in 
the commodity markets: That view- 
point is also widely -held abroad. 
While realizing that easier money 
in the long run help stabilize 
commodity markets wits stimulating 
influence on general trade some of 
our best bankers and economists here 
feel that we must look deeper for the 
real cause of. the recent downward 
price movements in the money mar- 
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ket and in the commodity _ markets. 
In such quarters it is believed that 
cheap money does not make for good 
general trade unless fundamentals are 
right any more than high money 
slows down general trade as long as 
profits may be made despite the 
high money rate. 

Some of the best bankers and econ- 
omists here in Wall Street feel that 
special reasons may be found for 
many of the lower commodity rates; 
that the activities of the federal farm 
board for example are partly respon- 
sible for the chaotic condition in wheat 
and cotton; that traders and consum- 
ers basing operations on supply and 
demand, making mistakes at times but 
satisfied with results over a _ period 
of years, are now afraid, «sticking 
close to shore because of uncertainty 
over what will come from the artifi- 
cial conditions created by the activi- 
ties of the federal farm board. 


Over-Production. 


But over-production is believed to 
be the real factor in the decline in 
the commodity markets as a whole. It 
is being pointed out that between 
1921 and 1929, especially in this coun- 
try, there was sustained recovery from 
war prostration, stimulated with only 
temporary setbacks by increasing prof- 
its. Mechanical and chemical discov- 
eries together with widespread _re- 
search work stimulated by war pros- 
tration also helped make for over- 
production. 

Having run into over-production, re- 
adjustment started in the stock mar- 
ket in the autumn months, followed 
by continued slowing down in general 
trade, making for unemployment which 
in turn accentuated over-production, 
all of which made for easier money, 
reflected in the recent downward 
trend in rediscount and open money 
market rates. ° 

The best opinion here is that pro- 
fessional speculators temporarily will 
take advantage of easier money but 
that the readjustment now going on 
in the commodity markets and in gen- 
eral trade will continue the dominat- 
ing factors. In such quarters and 
here this readjustment from the start 
has been welcomed; our best bankers 
and economists have been glad it has 
come and are grateful that consider- 
ing all of the factors we have suffer- 
ed a minimum and not a maximum of 
damage and woe. In such quarters

Recognizing that single persons, hy 
reason of the care and support — of 
others, are entitled to consideration, 
the law provides that the “head of a 
family” shall be allowed the same per- 
sonal exemption granted a married 
person, $3,500. The head of a family 
is defined by regulations relating to 
the income tax as “an individual who 


one household one or more individ- 
uals who are closely connected with 
him by blood relationship, relationship 
by marriage, or by adoption, and 
whose right to exercise family con- 
trol_and provide for these dependeut 
individuals is based upon some moral 
or legal obligation.” 

Several factors are involved in de- 
termining whether a taxpayer is to be 
thus classified. In maintaining the 
home and providing for the dependent 
individual or individuals, the tax-

Success has 
spoiled a number of men, They get to 
thinking that they are so good that 
they start in to live on brief reputa- 
tions. And there always are plenty of 
persons ready to tell them what stars 
they are until they get to depending 
upon their ears instead of _ their 
brains.” 
WHAT STARS DO. 


Mr. Baker is right about this. 
Players who really are good in any 
game don’t depend upon the opinions 
of others regarding their ability, You 
will find that most of the real stars 
are busy trying to make themselves 
even better. They are not satisfied 
just to have one good day, month or 
year. Filled with fiery ambition, they 
work harder at their jobs than the 
average man and every one of this 
sort finds the hardest person to satis- 
fy is himself, 

When. other players were still on 
their way to the park Ty Cobb used 
to be out on the diamond practicing 
‘batting. If there was nobody else 
around he would get some kid to 
throw the ball to him. Even in his 
matches Tilden used to practice ten- 
nis strokes. When he was undisputed- 
ly the greatest tennis player in the 
world he never was satisfied. He 
wanted to be still better.

GET TOO GOOD. 


But there are men who, after one 
victory or one good year, figure that 
they have graduated from effort. They 
spend their time thinking how good 
they are instead of how much better 
they may became. They place an ex- 
orbitant ‘value on one past perform- 
ance, which they may never again 
equal.

HELPLESS. 


Stepping out from his corner like 
a lightweight at the start of the see- 
ond round, Carnera had his opponent 
helpless in jig time. The Italian's 
previous American performances had 
been the defeat of Big Boy Peterson. 
of New Orleans, in 1 minute and 10 
seconds. and of Rioux in 47 seconds 
at Chicago. 

There was a broad smile on the 
milk chocolate-colored countenance of 
the “Cowboy” at the end of his suc- 
cessful first round, but a left hook 
to the nose wiped off the smile and 
took most of the color from his face. 

By this time, Carnera was flailing 
away with both hands, just as he did 
in disposing of Peterson and Rioux. 
A tremendous ham-like right stag- 
gered Owens, and a left sent him 
spinning back in the other direction. 


FINISH. 


The finishing blow was a_ right 
across to the jaw and the dusky Okla- 
homan went sprawling to the canvas, 
where he was counted out. 

He had established two records as 
a matter of fact, having lasted one 
full round and having been knocked 
down but onee. Fach of Carnera’s

Seconds to French boxers must be qualified hairdressers or coiffeurs 
according to the Paris correspondent of the London Daily Mail. At 
one of Mr. Jeff Dickson’s tournaments de boxe at the Salle Wagram 
recently a preliminary bout was saved for France only through the adept- 
ness of the second and coiffeur. 

The French contestant was a lad named Marius who had a 
splendid head: of hair when the baut started. It was marcelled 
and had in addition a permanent waye to the boyish bob. But, 
after the second round a careless person drenched the head with 
water and the curls straightened out. The hair dropped down 
into the eyes of Marius. 

His opponent, a Briton of unsympathetic disposition, unchivalrously 
took advantage of his temporary embarrassment and, as Marius reached 
up with the right to brush back his hair, the Son of Albion smote him 
on the chin, and he dropped to the canvas. There he adjusted his curls 
and came back again thirsting for revenge. 

‘Again the hair became unmarcelled and the gallant Marius was 
once more temporarily blinded. Though the crowd voiced its dis- 
approval, the Briton once again took advantage and crossed a right 
to the chin. Down again went Marius to the mat, where he again 
adjusted his coiffeur, plastering the straying locks down with a 
handful of rosin dust. With his hair out of his eyes he rushed 
back to the fray determined to destroy his enemy. 

But again in the next round the hair came down and Marius went 
down as the result. There was nothing—unfortunately—in the rules 
that forbade a fighter to strike his opponent when his hair was falling 
down. Heroic measures had to be taken. The chief second produced 
a Spanish comb and pinned the hair of Marius back with it. But here 
the referee objected. Spanish combs were illegal in the French prize ring. 

Against All Traditions. 

The chief second then demanted that he be given time to braid the 
hair ot Marius and to tie it with some tricolor ribbon. But though the 
sentiment appealed to the referee, he feared that it was against the rules. 
It was requested that Marius be permitted to wear his beret to hold 
the elusive locks, but wearing a cap in the course of a combat de boxe 
was against all traditions. 

In the fourth round Marius was down three times as his dis- 
arranged coiffure blinded him. He got up each time after adjust- 
ing his boyish bob, but it became clear to the seconds and to the 
customers that this could not continue. Marius came to the 
corner a little groggy with his hair hanging down over his eyes.
